TO HENEYIZE OREGON,

the work anew and carry it to a finality,
purging the courts of every pending case
now docketed This is gruesome news
for certain Thdividuals who had hoped

250,000 ties per annum; and, seeing that
the rate of removal will be exactly equal
to the rate of planting, the mame total
will , theoratiemlly at least,
waintain the same annual supply of ties
to the end of time.
